Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1920. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  has  been  the  smallest 
on  record,  and,  as  the  number  of  births  was  higher  than  it  has 
been  since  1905,  the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is 
the  highest  on  record. 

The  Parish  of  South  Arreton  is  still  without  a water 
supply,  with  the  exception  of  a few  houses,  and  the  wells  are 
generally  liable  to  contamination. 

Scavenging  will  be  required  in  the  Parishes  of  Ashey 
(Haylands),  Xiton,  and  Wroxall. 

The  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  required  is  an  ex- 
tremely difficult  one  owing  to  the  lack  of  information  as  regards 
the  population  of  the  various  parishes,  but,  as  the  census  is  due 
very  shortly,  and  you  have  asked  for  early  information  you 
will  be  in  a position  at  an  early  date  to  form  a more  accurate 
estimate  than  would  be  possible  at  present. 

Healthy  housing  for  the  people  is  an  absolute  essential, 
but  with  the  present  high  cost  of  building  and  the  consequent 
difficulty  of  obtaining  economic  rents  it  would  be  unwise  to 
erect  houses  beyond  the  numbers  actually  known  to  be  re- 
quired from  the  information  at  present  available.

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Natural  and  Social  Conditions 
of  the  District. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  28.559,  and  at 
the  census  of  1911  it  had  risen  to  31,059,  an  increase  of  2,500 
in  the  10  years 

The  usual  method  of  estimating  the  population  at  the  middle 
of  any  one  year,  has  been  to  presume  that  the  rate  of  increase 
which  took  place  between  the  last  census  and  the  one  pre- 
ceding it,  continued  from  the  last  census  to  the  period  desired. 

This  is  achieved  by  means  of  logarithms,  and  places  the 
estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1920  as  33,565. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  district  is  86,925  acres  in  area,  and  as  the  Isle  of 
Wight  is  94,143  acres,  it  is  practically  Jfths  of  the  whole 
Island. 

A range  of  downs  extends  from  East  to  West,  and  reaches 
to  a height  of  about  700  feet,  the  area  to  the  North  of  this 
being  mainly  lower  tertiary,  while  that  to  the  South  is  mainly 
upper  secondary. 

There  is  a range  of  downs  situated  at  the  South-East  part 
of  the  district  reaching  to  a height  of  about  800  ft.,  and 
composed  mainly  of  upper  greensand  with  gault  underneath. 

The  undulating  character  of  the  district  adds  to  its  interest 
as  many  beautiful  views  can  be  obtained  of  parts  of  the  Island 
as  well  as  the  Solent  and  mainland. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

A considerable  proportion  of  the  population  devotes  itself 
to  catering  for  the  numerous  visitors  to  the  district  at  all  times 
of  the  vear,  especiallv  in  summer,  and  this,  with  agriculture 
which  is  a nourishing  industrv,  forms  the  main  source  ot 
income. 

Large  cement  works  have  been  in  existence  for  many 
years  in  the  parish  of  Xorthwood,  and  more  recently,  cement 
works  which  had  been  in  abeyance  for  years  have  been  re- 
vived in  Brading. 

A factorv  for  bacon-curing  has  been  in  existence  for  some 
vears  at  Wroxall. 

The  Royal  National  Hospital  for  consumption  is  situated 
on  the  cliff  in  the  parish  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  a Sanatorium  for 
cases  of  tuberculosis  for  men  has  been  in  existence  at  the 
Hermitage  for  some  years. 

Two  kinema  theatres  have  for  some  years  been  established 
in  Freshwater,  and  these  have  been  regularly  inspected  by 
vour  officials,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  were  brought  up-to-date  about  three  years  ago,  and 
are  now  well  ventilated  and  have  good  seating  accommodation. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  you  received  from  the 
Ministrv  of  Health,  a memorandum  as  to  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  theatres,  and  suggesting  that  arrangements  should 
be  made  for  all  places  of  public  entertainment  to  be  visited 
periodically  bv  the  sanitary  inspector  who  should  report  both 
to  you  and  to  the  licensing  authority  any  case  in  which  the 
conditions  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Periodical  visits  have  always  been  made  by  your  officials  to 
all  places  of  public  entertainment,  but  it  has  not  been  so  far 
necessary  to  report  any  defect  to  the  licensing  authority,  as 
any  suggestion  for  the  improvement  of  these  places  made  by 
your  officials  has  always  been  at  once  acted  upon. 
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METEOROLOGY. 


I am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Dover,  of  Totland,  for  kindly 
supplying  me  with  interesting  information  from  records  taken 
at  his  house,  about  600ft.  from  the  edge  of  the  cliff  and  about 
140ft.  above  sea  level. 

From  th is  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rainfall  for  the  year  was 
3Q'34  inches,  which  is  above  the  average,  which  Mr.  Dover 
recorded  in  his  Report  for  1919  as  28-898,  since  October,  1886. 

The  number  of  wet  days  was  165.  which  is  above  the  av- 
erage of  16377. 

Major  Gordon  Brodie,  M.C.,  of  Wootton,  has  kindly  furnished 
me  with  a table  from  records  taken  at  his  house,  about  100ft. 
above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  about  1 j miles  from  the  coast. 

From  these  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rainfall  amounted  to 
30-24  inches,  and  the  number  of  wet  days  to  157.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  602, 
and  the  figure  given  by  the  Registrar  General  for  estimating 
the  birth-rate  is  26,888,  and  this  gives  a birth-rate  for  the  year 
of  22  3 per  1000. 

Of  these  602  births  327  were  males  and  275  females. 

573  were  legitimate  and  29  illegitimate. 

The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  shown  below 
for  the  year  under  review  in  comparison  with  the  previous  ten 
years.

This  is  the  largest  number  of  births  recorded  since  1906 
when  633  births  were  registered,  while  424  deaths  occurred 
making  a natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  ot  209.  The 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  for  the  vear  1920  constitutes  a 
record  in  the  district. 
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DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  of  the  district  was  301, 
which  is  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  figure  given  by  the  Registrar. General  for  the  estimate 
of  the  death-rate  is  25,407,  which  gives  a death-rate  of  1T8 
per  1000.

The  death-rate  for  the  district  is  shown  below  in  comparison 
with  the  Registrar-General’s  table  for  England  and  Wales, 
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POUR  LAW  RELIEF. 


The  returns  of  the  pauper  sickness  which  has  occurred  with- 
in the  district  for  the  year*  show  that  the  largest  amount  of 
pauper  sickness  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Reading,  with  2 ' 6 8 
per  cent,  the  next  largest  being  Gatcombe  with  1'08  per  cent, 
and  the  third  being  Freshwater  with  106  per  cent. 

At  your  request  the  Board  of  Guardians  kindly  consented  to 
furnish  me  with  information  as  to  the  amount  of  Poor-law  relief 
in  the  district,  and  the  returns  received  show  that  the  largest 
percentage  of  persons  receiving  pauper  relief  was  in  the  Parish 
of  Brading  with  3 ' 2 6 per  cent.,  the  next  largest  being  the 
Parish  of  Gatcombe  with  2 71  per  cent.,  and  the  third  being 
Freshwater  with  2. SI  per  cent. 

Bonchurch,  Brooke,  Kingston,  Mottistone,  St.  Lawrence  and 
Yaverland  were  the  only  parishes  not  receiving  Poor-law 
relief,  and  having  no  pauper  sickness. 

The  Parishes  of  Bembridge,  Binstead,  Brighstone,  Chale, 
Xiton,  Nortlnvood,  Shorwell,  Thorley  and  Whitwell,  all  re- 
ceived some  Poor-law  relief,  but  had  no  pauper  sickness. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Ashey.  Ashey  has  a large  part  of  its  area  supplied  by  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Hyde  Town  Council,  this  being  a con- 
stant supply. 

Bembridge.  Bembridge  has  a water  supply  in  your  own 
hands  derived  from  a well  600ft.  deep  in  the  Bagshot  sands. 

It  is  a very  good  supply,  but  is  rich  in  oxide  of  iron,  and 
you  have  for  some  years  employed  iilters  to  reduce  this.  In 
1919  you  completed  new  filters  and  during  the  year  under 
review,  samples  were  taken  from  the  beds  at  different  stages 
of  filtration  which  showed  that  the  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  iron  amounted  to  one  half. 

The  tank  in  which  the  water  is  stored  after  it  leaves  the 
filters  and  before  it  is  pumped  to  the  reservoirs,  is  uncovered 
and,  being  in  close  proximity  to  the  engine  house  and  to  a 
side  road,  is  liable  to  aerial  contamination  and  it  would  be 
advisable  to  have  it  covered. 

Binstead.  Binstead  receives  its  supply  from  the  Ryde  Town 
Council. 

Bonchurch.  Bonchurch  receives  a supply  from  the  Ventnor 
Gas  and  Water  Company. 

Brading’.  Bl  ading  has  two  supplies.  The  town  of  Brading 
and  neighbourhood  receives  its  supply  from  the  Isle  of  Wight 
W aterwork’s  Company,  while  the  District  ot  Carpenters 
has  a supply  in  your  own  hands  from  springs  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

Brig’hstone.  Brighstone  has  a supply  in  your  own  hands 
from  a spring  within  the  parish. 

Brooke.  Brooke  has  a private  supply  originally  provided  by 
the  late  .Sir  Charles  Seely. 
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Calbourne.  Calbourne  lias  a supply  from  the  Brading  Beds 
from  which  it  is  pumped  to  a reservoir  which  supplies  a large 
part  of  the  parish.. 

Carisbrooke.  Carisbrooke  is  supplied  by  the  Newport  Town 
Council,  but  several  parts  of  Carisbrooke  which  are  fairly 
populated  are  still  without  a supply,  and  but  for  the  heavy 
cost  of  materials  and  labour  at  the  present  time,  you  would 
probablv  have  endeavoured  to  make  some  arrangements  to 
have  these  places  supplied. 

Chale.  Chale  has  a supply  from  the  Upper  Greensand  in  your 
own  hands,  and  also  an  auxiliary  supply  from  the  Shanklin 
Urban  District  Council's  reservoir;  and  the  latter  has  been 
required  during  the  year  owing  to  the  shortage  in  your  own 
supply.  An  extension  of  the  water  main  is  necessary  to 
supply  Atherheld  Coast  guard  station. 

Freshwater.  Freshwater  is  supplied  by  the  Freshwater  and 
Yarmouth  Water  Company  which  derives  its  main  supply 
from  your  Shalfieet  supply,  and  has  also  a well  close  to  the 
sea  at  Freshwater  Bav. 

Gatcombe.  Gatcombe  is  supplied  from  the  Shanklin  Urban 
District  Council's  Reservoir  which  is  situated  in  the  parish, 
and  to  which  it  is  pumped  from  a well  also  within  the  parish. 
A part  of  this  parish  to  the  east  of  Ramsdown  has  reeentlv 
been  supplied  with  water  from  the  main,  but  an  extension 
is  urgentlv  necessary  at  the  upper  part  of  Chillerton  Street. 

Godshill.  Godshill  is  supplied  from  subsidiary  mains  of  the 
main  of  the  Shanklin  Urban  District  Council  which  passes 
through  the  parish  on  its  way  from  Gatcombe  to  Shanklin. 
An  extension  is  now  about  to  be  made  to  a farm  and  some 
cottages  on  Bleak  Down. 

Kingston.  Kingston  also  receives  water  from  the  Shanklin 
reservoir. 

Mottistone.  Mottistone  receives  part  of  its  supply  from  the 
Brooke  source,  and  some  from  the  Brighstone  source. 
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Newchurch.  Newchurch  is  supplied  from  the  Isle  ol  Wight 
Waterworks  Company. 

Niton.  X iton  is  supplied  from  the  souree  in  your  own  hands 
at  Whitwell  Undercliff,  where  you  have  provided  engines 
to  pump  the  water  to  a reservoir  on  the  down,  from  which 
it  finds  its  wav  to  Niton. 

Northwood.  Xortlnvood  is  supplied  by  the  Newport  Town 
Council  from  whom  you  purchase  the  water  in  bulk. 

St.  Lawrence.  St.  Lawrence  is  supplied  partly  by  the 
Yentnor  Gas  and  Water  Company  and  partly  from  your  own 
source  in  the  Whitwell  Cndercliff. 

Shalfleet.  ShalHeet  has  a water  supply  in  your  own  hands 
from  springs  above  Shalcombe  Pond  within  the  parish,  the 
surplus  being  taken  by  the  Freshwater  and  Yarmouth  Com- 
pany. 

Shorwell.  Shorwell  is  supplied  from  the  reservoir  of  the 
Shanklin  Urban  District  Council  in  the  Parish  of  Gatcombe. 

S.  Arreton.  South  Arreton  has  only  a very  small  part  sup- 
plied bv  the  Shanklin  Main  on  its  way  from  Gatcombe  to 
Shanklin,  and  the  more  populous  parts  of  Merstone  and 
South  Arreton  are  still  deriving  their  supply  from  shallow 
polluted  wells,  and  are  urgently  in  need  of  a better  supply. 

Thorley.  Thorley  is  supplied  bv  the  ShalHeet  supply  in  your 
own  hands. 

Totland.  Tolland  is  supplied  partly  by  the  Freshwater  and 
Yarmouth  Company  and  partly  by  the  Totland  Water 
Company. 

Whipping'ham.  Whippingham  is  supplied  bv  water  from  the 
Newport  Town  Council  which  you  purchase  in  bulk,  and 
you  also  provide  an  auxiliary  supply  for  the  Urban  District 
of  Fast  Cowes.  In  the  Wootton  District  an  extension  is 
necessary  to  provide  Briddlesworth  Farm  and  Littletown. 

Whitwell.  Whitwell  h as  two  sources,  both  in  your  own  hands. 
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The  lower  part  of  the  parish  derives  its  supply  from  your 
source  in  Whitwell  Undercliff,  while  Upper  Whitwell  is 
supplied  from  the  Upper  Greensand  at  Bierlay,  close  to  the 
boundary  of  the  Parish  of  Niton,  by  a water  which  is  fairlv 
soft. 

Wroxall.  Wroxall  has  a supply  in  your  own  hands  from  the 
Upper  Greensand  above  Wroxall  Cross  Farm. 

Yarmouth.  Yarmouth  is  supplied  by  the  Freshwater  and 
Yarmouth  Water  Company. 

Yaverland.  Yaverland  had  a supply  provided  from  a well 
by  the  late  Sir  Graham  Hamond  Graeme,  Bart.  ; but  this 
lias  not  been  sufficient  of  recent  years,  and  you  now  hope  to 
obtain  a supply  for  part  of  this  parish  from  the  main  of  the 
Sandown  Urban  District  Council  which  supplies  the  military 
fort  at  Yaverland. 


Samples  have  been  taken  of  all  your  own  water  supplies,  and 
submitted  to  the  Countv  Analyst  and  satisfactory  results  have 
been  obtained.  The  quality  of  the  water  supply  from  all 
sources  is  good  and  the  quantity  sufficient  for  the  need  of  the 
population. 

Where  the  supply  is  from  the  Waterworks  a constant  supply 
is  maintained. 

The  sources  of  the  various  supplies  are  inspected  from  time 
to  time  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  alteration  has  taken 
place  in  the  surroundings  which  might  be  a possible  cause  of 
contamination. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

In  the  routine  course  of  inspection,  all  rivers  and  streams  are 
inspected  for  possible  sources  of  contamination  by  cesspools 
or  otherwise. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  Parishes  are  sewered  : — 

Ashey  (Part  of)  Bembridge  (Part  of) 

Binstead  (Part  of)  Brading 

Carisbrooke  (Part  of)  Chalc  (Private  sewers) 
Freshwater  Gatconibe  (unused) 

Xorthwood  (Gurnard)  (St.  Lawrence  (Private) 
Totland  tWhitwell 

Whippingham  Wroxall 

Yarniouth 

The  sewerage  beds  at  Wroxall  were  found  not  to  be  work- 
ing verv  satisfactorilv. 

This  was  caused  bv  the  fact  that  the  sewage  was  not  dis- 
tributed sufficiently  over  a portion  of  the  ground  at  a time. 
The  Parochial  Committee  met  your  Medical  Officer  and  In- 
spector on  the  ground  and  recommended  the  Council  to  con- 
struct channels  in  such  a way  that  a better  distribution  of  the 
sewage  should  take  place. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

\Y  liter  closets  are  provided  in  the  great  majority  of  houses 
which  have  a water  supply  from  the  main.  In  those  parts  of 
Parishes  to  which  it  is  impracticable  at  reasonable  cost  to  ex- 
tend the  water  main,  the  pail  closet  is  adopted. 

The  old  type  of  privy  pit  which  in  the  form  in  which  it  has 
been  found  in  this  district  is  a nuisance  and  dangerous  to 
health,  has  been  searched  for  and  converted  to  either  a pail 
closet  or  water  closet.  13  of  these  have  been  abolished  or 
converted  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  669  since  I be- 
came yom  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A certain  number  are 
still  in  existence  in  outlving  cottages,  but  search  is  still  being 
carried  out  for  these  in  order  to  abate  what  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  nuisances  that  can  occur  in  a Rural  District. 

They  are  always  situated  fairly  close  to  the  house,  are  not 
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emptied  for  many  months  at  a time,  and  no  earth  or  ashes  are 
used,  and  consequently  they  are  breeding  ground  for  Hies 
which  find  their  way  to  the  food. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  exactly  the  number  of  the  differ- 
ent kinds  of  closet,  but  during  the  last  10  years  593  new  water- 
closets  have  been  provided,  and  283  privy  pits  and  pail  closets 
have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

There  is  no  instance  in  the  district  of  a privy  pit  or  other 
form  of  closet  on  the  conservancy  system  in  any  of  the  more 
populous  or  closely  built  centres. 

SCAVENGING. 

Ashey.  No  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  this  Parish, 
and  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  Haylands 
District  which  is  a closely  built  part  of  the  parish  close  to 
the  Borough  ot  Ryde. 

Bembridg’e.  Arrangements  are  made  by  you  with  a con- 
tractor to  remove  refuse  and  empty  cesspools.  The  refuse 
is  deposited  on  a field  within  the  parish  in  fairly  close  prox- 
imity to  houses.  This  is  a very  primitive  method  and,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  fact  that  Bembridge  derives  con- 
siderable revenue  from  an  infiux  of  well-to-do  visitors,  a 
portion  of  the  money  received  in  this  way  would  be  well 
spent  in  providing  an  incinerator. 

Binstead.  No  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  this  Parish, 
a part  of  which  is  in  close  proximity  to  Ryde,  is  fairly  close- 
ly built,  and  some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  disposing  of 
the  refuse  which  has  recently  been  deposited  by  people  in  a 
copse  close  to  the  road,  and  a nuisance  caused.  If  scaveng- 
ing cannot  be  carried  out  in  this  parish,  it  would  be  advisa- 
ble to  arrange  for  someone  to  take  charge  of  this  tip  and  see 
that  refuse  was  covered  up  and  placed  in  such  a position  as 
not  to  be  a nuisance  to  houses  in  the  vicinity. 

Bonchurch.  You  have  arrangements  with  a contractor  for 
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the  removal  of  house  refuse,  which  is  conveyed  to  an  incine- 
rator, which  works  very  satisfactorily. 

Brading’.  Von  have  arrangements  with  a contractor  lor  the 
removal  of  house  refuse  and  for  emptying  cesspools.  The 
refuse  is  deposited  near  the  old  cement  mills  and  is  not  in 
proximitv  to  houses. 

Brig’hstone,  Brooke,  and  Calbourne  parishes  have  no  ar- 
rangements made  for  the  collection  of  refuse,  these  parishes 
being  of  a rural  nature  and  facilities  exist  for  the  houses  to 
dispose  of  their  refuse  without  any  nuisance. 

Carisbrooke.  In  this  parish  you  have  an  arrangement  with 
a contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  refuse  from  the  sewered 
area  of  the  parish.  This  refuse  is  deposited  in  a held  with- 
in the  parish. 

Chale.  Xo  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  this  parish,  which 
has  no  part  closelv  built,  and  facilities  exist  for  disposing  of 
refuse. 

Freshwater.  You  have  an  arrangement  with  a contractor  for 
the  removal  of  refuse  and  for  emptying  cesspools.  The 
refuse  is  deposited  within  the  parish,  producing  an  insani- 
tarv  and  unsightly  pile  of  rubbish  in  a district  which  derives 
a good  revenue  from  well-to-do  visitors.  An  incinerator 
could  be  erected  at  a small  cost  and  would  require  less  at- 
tention than  a refuse  tip.  During  part  of  the  year  the  refuse 
was  deposited  on  a road  in  close  proximity  to  houses  and 
constituting  a grave  nuisance. 

Gateombe,  Godshill,  Kingston,  Mottistone,&  Newchurch 

have  no  arrangements  made  for  scavenging,  the  parishes 
being  rural  and  facilities  are  available  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  in  the  various  gardens. 

Niton.  Has  no  arrangements  for  scavenging,  and  so  far  as 
the  village  of  Niton  is  concerned,  some  arrangement  is 
required  as  the  houses  are  closely  packed  and  nuisances  oc- 
cur regularly  from  inability  to  dispose  of  refuse. 
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Northwood.  You  have  had  throughout  the  year  an  arrange- 
ment with  a contractor  for  the  removal  of  refuse  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Gurnard,  and  this  has  abated  a number  of  serious 
nuisances  which  existed  there  for  many  years.  The  refuse 
has  been  deposited  close  to  the  shore  and  used  to  till  up  a 
hollow  caused  by  subsidence  and  in  this  way  help  to  prevent 
further  subsidence.  This  arrangement  though  by  no  means 
an  ideal  one  is  better  than  the  old  method  of  allowing 
nuisances  to  collect  in  numerous  places  close  to  dwelling 
houses. 

St.  Lawrence.  This  parish  had  at  the  last  census  129  people 
living  in  28  houses  all  of  which  had  faciluies  for  disposing 
of  their  refuse. 

Shalfleet,  Shorwell,  South  Arreton,  and  Thorley.  These 
parishes  are  rural  and  have  facilities  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  without  creating  a nuisance. 

Totland.  T his  parish  has  an  arrangement  with  a contractor 
to  collect  the  refuse  which  is  deposited  at  the  same  depot  as 
that  from  Freshwater  in  the  latter  parish,  therebv  adding  to 
the  unsightly  and  insanitary  nature  of  the  place  in  an  other- 
wise attractive  neighbourhood.  It  would  be  well  spent 
money  to  share  an  incinerator  with  the  parish  of  Freshwater 
and  so  do  awav  with  a breeding  ground  for  flies  and  rats. 

Whipping-ham  and  Whitwell  are  parishes  which  have 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

Wroxall.  No  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  in  this  parish, 
a large  part  of  which  has  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
in  gardens,  but  the  village  of  Wroxall  is  in  need  of  scaven- 
ging as  there  are  not  facilities  for  disposal  here  and  nuisances 
occur. 

Yarmouth.  You  have  an  arrangement  with  a contractor  in 
this  parish  to  collect  the  refuse  and  empty  cesspools.  The 
refuse  has  recently  been  utilised  to  fill  up  old  pits  in  waste 
ground,  and  no  serious  nuisance  has  occurred. 
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Yaverland.  This  Parish  had  at  the  last  census  73  people 

living  in  17  houses,  all  having  facilities  for  the  disposal  of 

the  refuse. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Bonchureh,  all  refuse 
collected  in  vour  district  is  deposited  in  such  a way,  that,  unless 
verv  great  care  is  taken, and  verv  thorough  supervision  carried 
out,  serious  nuisance  results  from  Hies,  rats,  etc. 

In  addition  to  these  refuse  tips  you  have  refuse  deposited  in 
the  district  from  Ryde,  Ventnor,  etc. 

In  the  \ear  1911  you  asked  the  other  sanitary  authorities  in 
the  Island  to  send  representatives  to  a conference  at  which  the 
provision  of  a central  destructor  was  discussed,  but  it  was 
found  that  the  rates  for  the  conveyance  of  the  refuse  in 
addition  to  the  cost  of  a large  destructor  made  the  total  cost 
prohibitive. 

Experience  gained  during  the  Great  War,  showed  that 
small  incinerators  could  be  used  effectively  for  the  destruction 
of  the  refuse  of  camps  of  4,000  to  5,000  men. 

Xo  definite  record  has  been  made  of  the  number  of  tixed 
receptacles  for  refuse  close  to  houses,  the  number  being  very 
small.  Moveable  ashbins  with  proper  covers  are  used  in  a 
certain  number  of  cases,  but  the  majority  employ  an  old  box 
or  some  such  cheap  substitute. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Four  knackers  yards  and  1 bone  mill  are  the  only  offensive 
trades  within  the  district,  the  bone  mill  being  situated  in  Caris- 
brooke.

Nineteen  visits  were  paid  to  these  places. 
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There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district. 

Inhabitants  of  Lower  Bettesworth  Road,  Ashey  complained 
of  a nuisance  from  the  boiling  of  offal  at  Loaders  Farms,  and  this 
was  reported  as  an  urgent  matter  to  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  on  23rd  March. 

Since  then  the  amount  of  boiling  has  been  considerably 
reduced  and  more  careful  methods  have  been  adopted,  with 
the  result  that  although  numerous  visits  and  inspections  have 
been  made  no  nuisance  has  been  discovered  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received  from  the  inhabitants  in  the  neighbourhood.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP’S  ACT,  1901. 

During  the  years  of  War,  the  form  required  for  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Home  Office  lias  not  been  issued  to  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  and  consequently  the  various  defects  found 
in  workshops  have  not  been  classified  in  accordance  with  the 
list  in  that  form  which  has  now  been  received  for  the  year 
1920. 

The  usual  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and  informal 
notices  have  been  sufficient  to  obtain  remedies. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  public  elementary  schools  in  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  South  Arreton  have  water  laid  on  from  a public 
main. 

The  notices  received  from  the  head  teachers  of  the  schools 
are  utilised  as  information  affecting,  not  only  the  school  but 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood,  and  enquiries  made  accord- 
ingly. 

In  the  case  of  diphtheria  occurring,  swabs  of  contacts  are 
taken  if  considered  advisable. 

As  regards  the  disinfection  of  schools  after  infectious 
disease,  it  was  the  custom  in  the  past  to  carry  out  disinfect- 
ion bv  fumigation  with  formalin,  and  this  proceeding  appeared 
to  satisfy  the  public  that  everything  had  been  done,  and  the 
subsequent  cleansing  was  not  always  carried  out  with  that 
thoroughness  which  is  desirable, 

Modern  experience  proves  that  thorough  cleansing  of  floors 
desks,  pencils,  etc.,  with  a disinfectant  solution  is  a much  more 
efficient  means  of  rendering  school  buildings  healthy. 

In  cases  of  diphtheria  especially,  the  pencils,  clay  models, 
pens  and  drinking  cups  require  special  attention.

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1919  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  recommended  that  the  Regulations  should  be  amended 
in  such  a way  that  a higher  standard  of  cleanliness  could  be 
attained  in  the  milking  of  cows  and  the  storage  of  milk.  You 
decided  to  postpone  action  in  the  matter  owing  to  the  possi- 
bility of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Bill  becoming  law. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  legislation  in  some  form  will 
shortly  enable  sanitary  authorities  to  put  pressure  to  bear  in 
order  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a clean  milk  supply,  but  the 
matter  is  one  of  extreme  difficulty. 

The  essential  requirement  of  clean  milk  is  that  the  milkers’ 
hands  should  be  clean,  and  from  the  experience  gained  in  this 
district,  the  conclusion  arrived  at  is  that  the  word  “clean  ” is 
not  understood.  A milker  under  observation  has  carefully 
washed  his  hands,  and  before  milking  the  cow  has  touched 
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with  his  hands  some  part  of  his  clothing,  and  has  expressed 
considerable  surprise  and  even  indignation  when  intormed 
that  his  hands  are  probably  no  longer  “clean.” 

MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER,  1919. 

You  decided  to  administer  this  order,  and  instructed  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  issue  permits  to  necessitous 
mothers  and  children,  as  follows  : — 

(a)  For  nursing  or  expectant  mothers  : — 

(1)  Not  more  than  2 pints  of  milk  daily,  free  of  cost,  where

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  only  54  applica- 
tions have  been  received.  This  was  tine  to  the  fact  that  the 
adoption  of  the  Order  was  not  made  generally  known.  Forms 
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of  application  were  printed  and,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  District  Nurse,  the  circumstances  are  investigated  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  fills  in  details  of  the  number  in  the 
household,  their  ages  and  total  income,  and  forwards  the  form 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  if  the  form  is  in  order, 
issues  a permit  for  one  month  to  the  registered  milk  seller 
whose  name  is  idled  in  on  the  form. 

The  investigation  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  proceedings,  as  he  is  able  to  see  whether 
there  are  any  conditions  inimical  to  health  either  in  the  house 
or  its  surroundings, 

(B)  MEAT. 

(1 ) The  inspection  of  meat  has  not,  in  the  past,  been  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  owing  to  the  fact  that  your  San- 
itary Inspectors  had  not  the  necessary  knowledge. 

During  the  year  under  review,  you  sent  one  of  your  Inspect- 
ors to  London  for  a course  of  instruction  in  meat  inspection, 
and  he  entered  for  the  examination  and  obtained  the  necessary 
certificate. 

You  have  now  appointed  him  as  meat  inspector  for  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Surveyor,  etc.,  for  the  central  district. 

The  condition  of  slaughter-houses  has  received  careful  at- 
tention, and  meat  has  been  inspected  as  occasion  required. 

In  the  future  your  meat  inspector  will  visit  all  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district  from  time  to  time,  and  be  present  at  the 
time  of  slaughter. 

In  July  1391bs.  of  beef  were  condemned  and  voluntarily  sur- 
rendered at  Carisbrooke,  and  401bs.  of  mutton  some  days  later. 

(2)  No  public  abattoir  has  been  established  in  the  district, 
but  the  inspector  makes  arrangements  to  be  present  at  the 
various  slaughter-houses  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 
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(3)  Xo  action  was  necessary  under  Section  117  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  as  voluntary  surrender  took  place. 


(4)  Xo  instance  of  condemnation  of  meat  for  Tuberculosis 
occurred  during  the  year

(C)  OTHER  FOODS. 

For  the  same  reason  as  stated  under  “ Meat,”  the  inspection 
of  foods  carried  out  in  the  past  has  not  been  satisfactory,  but 
your  Meat  Inspector  will  also  inspect  foods  as  required. 

In  the  month  of  July  a quantity  of  cheese  was  condemned 
as  unlit  for  human  food  in  Binstead,  and  voluntarily  surren- 
dered. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  bakehouses  receives  special  atten-

SCARLET  FEVER. 

10  cases  of  this  Disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
of  these  9 were  removed  to  hospital,  8 being  removed  to  the 
hospital  at  Fairiee,  and  1 to  the  hospital  at  Ventnor. 

\'o  death  occurred.  1 case  was  nursed  at  home  and  suffi- 
cient isolation  provided. 

The  method  of  control  employed  consists  in  isolation,  either 
in  hospital  or  at  home,  supervision  of  contacts  throughout  the 
incubation  period,  and  disinfection  of  bedding  and  room  when 
the  patient  leaves  the  room  for  hospital  or  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  illness. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

21  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
of  these  1 was  notilied  after  recoverv,  15  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairiee,  3 to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Ventnor,  and  2 were  inmates  of  the  County  Mental  Hospital 
and  were  isolated  in  that  institution. 

1 case  removed  from  Wroxall  to  the  hospital  in  Ventnor 
died  within  a few  hours  of  admission. 

The  patient  was  a sister  of  a case  removed  to  hospital  10 
days  before,  and  with  other  contacts  had  her  throat  swabbed 
and  declared  negative.  She  developed  a particularly  virulent 
attack  of  laryngeal  diphtheria,  and  was  promptly  removed  to 
hospital  by  her  medical  attendant,  and  tracheotomy  performed, 
but  she  succumbed  to  the  disease  within  a few  hours  after  the 
operation  was  performed. 

The  method  of  control  of  this  disease  consists  of  isolation, 
either  in  hospital  or  at  home,  and  the  swabbing  of  all  con- 


tacts 
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ENTERIC  (TYPHOID)  FEVER. 

A case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified  in  Binstead  in  May. 
in  a patient  who  had  arrived  bv  boat  from  South  Africa,  sev- 
eral cases  of  this  disease  having  occurred  among  the  crew  on 
board. 

A case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified  in  June  at  Yar- 
mouth, the  patient  having  just  arrived  from  Spain. 

These  patients  were  situated  in  houses  in  which  efficient 
isolation  could  be  provided,  and  trained  nurses  were  employed 
to  nurse  them  in  their  own  houses.  In  each  case,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  disease,  the  bedding  was  removed  to  the  steam 
disinfector  at  Fairlee,  and  the  room  in  which  the  patient  was 
nursed  disinfected. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


1 1 cases  were  notified,  and  in  one  of  these  the  disease  proved 
fatal. 


PNEUMONIA. 


6 cases  were  notified,  4 of  these  being  Primate  Pneumonia, 
and '2  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 


MA  LARI  A. 


1 notification  was  received  of  a case  of  this  disease  con 
tracted  abroad. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

1 case  of  tins  disease  was  notified  in  November. 


DYSENTERY. 


1 case  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  was  notified,  it  being  that  of 
a patient  at  the  County  Mental  Hospital. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


1 case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  in  January  and  proved 
fatal. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

24  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  all 
these  being  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  103  cases  were 
known  to  exist  within  the  district  at  the  beginning  ot  the  year, 
and  7 cases  died  without  having  been  notified.  There  were 
therefore  134  eases  known  to  have  been  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  Ot  these  19  died  and  34  were  cured  or  left  the  dis- 
trict, leaving  81  cases  known  to  exist  in  the  district  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  69  of  these  were  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  12  of  other  forms. 

The  method  of  control  of  this  disease  is  more  difficult  than 
in  the  other  forms  of  infectious  disease.  Notifications  have 
been  received  from  medical  practitioners  of  patients  who  have 
no  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  they  are  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis, and  are  inclined  to  resent  a visit  from  an  official  of 
the  Sanitary  Authority.  The  method  adopted  now  as  regards 
control  is  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  visit  the  house,  and,  if 
possible,  to  obtain  particulars  as  regards  contacts,  mode  of  life, 
etc.,  which  are  tilled  in  on  a card  which  is  then  transmitted  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  takes  anv  necessary  action 
as  regards  visiting,  etc.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  leaves 
with  the  patient  or  his  relatives,  pictorial  and  other  advice  as 
to  the  means  to  be  adopted  in  order  to  lead  a suitable  life  for 
himself  and  for  those  with  whom  he  is  brought  in  contact. 

As  regards  the  7 cases  who  died  without  having  been  noti- 
fied, you  sent  notices  to  medical  practitioners  calling  their 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  notifying  every  case  of  tubercu- 
losis. 

When  a death  occurs  disinfection  is  carried  out,  and  bedding, 
etc.,  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified  in  Carisbrooke  in 
lannarv,  death  taking  place  next  day.  Xo  cause  could  be  as- 
certained, the  patient  being  a young  married  woman  who  had 
every  attention  both  medical  and  nursing. 

Xo  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  during  the 
year. 
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Sanitary  Administration. 


(1)  STAFF. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  three 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  inspector  for  the  Central 
District  has  been  provided  with  a motor  bicycle,  and  has  had 
charge  of  a larger  area  than  the  other  two  inspectors.  As  he 
has  now  been  appointed  meat  and  food  inspector  for  the  whole 
area  of  the  rural  district,  I beg  to  recommend  that  the  inspector 
for  the  Eastern  District  be  provided  with  a motor  bicycle,  and 
that  the  districts  be  divided  as  follows,  namely  that  Bonehurch 
and  Wrox  a 11  be  again  placed  in  the  Eastern  District,  and  that 
Brooke  and  Mottistone  be  changed  from  the  Western  to  the 
Central  District.  The  districts  will  then  be  divided  as  follows 
as  regards  the  houses  and  the  population  contained  therein.

(2)  HOSPI  TAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Isle  of  Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  you  ;ue 
one  of  the  constituent  authorities,  provides  accommodation  tot- 
cases  of  Scarlet  fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  one  or  two  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  can  be  nursed  if 
room  is  available.  This  applies  to  24  out  of  the  29  parishes  in 
the  district,  the  remaining  5 parishes  being  provided  for  as 
regards  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  by  the  Undercliff  Isola- 
tion Hospital  at  Ventnor. 

These  tire  both  brick-built  buildings  of  a permanent  character 
and  have  proved  sufficient  during  the  year  under  review. 
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Twenty-seven  out  of  29  cases  were  removed  to  these  hospitals, 
being  just  over  93  per  cent. 

As  regards  the  administration  of  these  hospitals,  the  one 
belonging  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board  has  a 
Medical  Superintendent  who  is  also  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  carries  out  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

The  Undercliff  Hospital  at  Ventnor  is  administered  by  a 
Joint  Committee,  the  treatment  ol  the  patients  being  carried 
out  by  their  own  Medical  Attendants. 

Smallpox  is  provided  for  by  the  County  Council,  a building 
being  available  at  Ashey,  and  the  management  and  treatment 
carried  out  by  the  Isle  of  Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(3)  LOCAL  OR  ADOPTIVE  ACTS. 

Xo  local  acts  are  in  force  in  the  district.  The  following 
Acts  have  been  adopted,  viz.  : 

'1'he  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  Part  III. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  Sections  34 
to  38,  43  to  46,  and  48  to  50  of  Part  IIP,  and  Sections  52  to 
66  and  68  of  Part  IV.  throughout  the  district. 

Sections  39  to  42  of  Part  III.  are  also  in  force  in  Freshwater, 
Totland  and  Yarmouth  only. 

These  Acts  are  utilised  to  the  full  extent  in  the  earn  ing  out 
of  the  sanitary  work. 

(4)  CHEMICAL  AX’D  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

You  have  arrangements  with  the  Clinical  Research  Associ- 
ation of  London,  for  the  examination  of  swabs  from  suspected 
throats  for  the  detection  of  Diphtheria  sputa  fro  n suspected 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  or  dejecta  from  cases  of  Enteric  Fever. 
During  the  year  110  swabs  of  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria 
have  been  forwarded,  10  ol  these  proving  positive.  Six  speci- 
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mens  of  sputa  from  suspected  specimens  of  Tuberculosis  have 
been  forwarded,  all  of  which  have  proved  negative 

The  Analyses  of  the  water  supplies  have  been  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  Angell  of  Southampton,  as  well  as  samples  from 
suspected  wells.  17  of  these  have  been  analysed  during  the 
year, 

HOUSING. 

As  the  Annual  Report  for  1919  contained  details  of  each 
parish  separately,  it  appears  to  be  unnecessary  to  specify  each 
heading  in  the  same  manner  on  this  occasion,  as  conditions 
have  altered  very  little  and  the  cost  of  printing  is  excessive. 

The  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  required  was  necess- 
arily based  on  the  assumption  that  the  population  had  increased 
in  the  same  ratio  between  1911  and  1921,  as  it  had  between 
1901  and  1911. 

As  the  census  is  due  to  be  taken  in  April,  1921,  you  have 
asked  for  early  details  as  to  the  population  of  your  parishes, 
and  until  that  information  is  forthcoming,  you  have  decided  to 
build  only  the  most  necessary  houses,  leaving  the  remainder  to 
be  dealt  with  when  you  have  accurate  information  as  to  the 
population  of  each  parish  in  your  district. 

(1)  General  housing  conditions  in  the  district. 

(1)  As  will  be  noticed  from  a perusal  of  the  separate  housing 
report  for  the  year  1919,  considerable  variation  occurs  in  dif- 
ferent parishes,  some  of  these  having  decreased  in  population 
during  the  previous  inter-censal  period,  while  others  rapidly 
increased. 

Although  we  have  as  yet  no  definite  information  as  to  the 
actual  population  of  each  parish  at  the  present  time,  we  have 
definite  information  as  to  the  number  of  houses  erected  during 
the  ten  years  1901  to  1910,  and  during  the  years  1911  to  1920.

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(2)  (a)  There  were  no  vacant  houses  in  the  district  in  1911, 
and  it  is  therefore  obvious  from  the  preceding  table  that  if  the 
population  of  the  district  as  a whole  has  increased  during  the 
years  between  1911  and  1921  in  the  same  proportion  as  oc- 
curred between  the  years  1901  and  1911,  there  must  be  a 
shortage  of  over  400  houses. 

In  order  to  apportion  the  needs  of  the  separate  parishes  it  is 
essential  that  the  actual  population  be  obtained. 


(b)  As  already  stated  you  have  decided  to  wait  for  more  defi- 
nite information  before  proceeding  to  erect  houses  in  various 
parishes,  and  for  the  present  are  arranging  for  the  following 
houses  to  be  erected.

(3)  No  important  changes  as  regards  population  have  taken 
place  in  any  parish  during  the  year. 

The  Royal  Naval  College  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  parish 
of  Whippingham  during  the  year  1921,  but  this  will  not  affect 
the  housing  problem. 

(4)  In  28  of  the  29  parishes,  the  majority  of  the  houses  have 
water  supply  from  the  main.  In  the  cases  of  outlying  houses 
having  wells,  the  situation  and  surroundings  of  the  well  are 
inspected,  and  in  any  case  of  doubt  a sample  of  the  water  from 
the  well  is  sent  for  analysis,  upon  the  result  of  which  you  take 
action. 


As  regards  closet  accommodation,  privy  pits  have  been 
abolished  in  a large  number  of  cases  and  w.c.’s  provided  if 
drainage  available,  or  earth  closets  if  no  drainage  available. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  in  these  places  which  are  more 
densely  packed,  with  the  exception  of  the  Haylands  district  of 
Ashev,  in  which  refuse  disposal  is  urgently  required. 

(2)  OVERCROWDING. 

(1)  Extent.  The  district  has  had  cases  of  overcrowding  from 
time  to  time,  but  it  has  in  the  past  been  possible  to  find  accom- 
modation. At  the  present  time  the  parish  of  Gatcombe  has 
three  houses  overcrowded. 

(2)  Cause.  This  is  due  to  shortage  of  housing  accommo- 
dation. 

(3)  Xo  measures  have  been  taken  or  are  at  present  contem- 
plated. 

(3)  FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

( 1 ) (a)  General  standard  of  housing  in  the  district. 

The  majority  of  the  working-class  houses  throughout  the 
district  are  old  fashioned,  inconvenient  houses  without  damp 
proof  courses,  but  at  the  same  time  are  not  such  that  they  can 
be  considered  "to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to 
health  as  to  be  unlit  for  human  habitation.”  The  majority 
come  under  the  category  ot  dwelling  houses  found  “ not  to  be 
in  all  respects  reasonably  tit  for  human  habitation,”  and  there- 
fore require  considerable  repairs  carried  out  by  the  owners, 
who,  in  almost  all  cases  have  neglected  their  property. 

(b)  General  character  of  defects  found  in  unlit  houses. 

The  houses  which  have  actually  been  condemned  and 
represented  as  unlit  lor  human  habitation,  have  been  houses 
which  have  had  seriously  defective  roofs  beyond  the  stage  of 
repair,  or  damp  to  a serious  degree  owing  to  the  situation  of 
the  house. 
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Those  houses  which  have  been  found  " not  to  be  in  all 
respects  reasonably  tit  ” have  had,  in  most  cases,  a consider- 
able number  of  minor  defects,  one  of  the  most  frequent  being 
that  the  ground  adjoining  one  side  of  the  house  has  been  above 
the  level  of  the  Hoor. 

(c)  Defects  found  have  been  in  almost  all  cases  due  to  the 
lack  of  proper  management  and  supervision  by  owners. 

(2)  General  action  taken  as  regards  untit  houses, 

(a)  No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  as  in  some  cases  an  informal  notice  or  an  interview  has 
been  sufficient  to  obtain  satisfactory  repairs. 

(b)  Under  the  Housing  Act  of  1919,  you  have  served 
notices  under  Section  28,  but  so  far  have  not  carried  out  anv 
work  yourselves  in  the  case  of  outstanding  notices. 

(3)  You  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  remedying  unfit- 
ness in  a certain  number  of  houses,  and  especially  in  the  case 
of  a large  estate,  in  the  case  of  which  notices  served  by  you 
in  December,  1919,  had  not  been  complied  with  at  the  close 
of  1920,

(5)  BY-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOUSES,  ETC. 

(1)  You  have  had  by-laws  regulating  the  erection  of  new 
houses,  which  have  been  in  existence  for  many  years,  and  (2) 
which  now  require  revision  in  order  to  alter  them  in  such  a 
way  that  less  restrictions  might  be  placed  on  building,  and  at 
the  same  time  insist  upon  such  requirements  as  will  render 
houses  thoroughly  healthy  and  convenient. 

(6)  GENERAL  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Act  of  1909,  which  states  that  (1)  ‘‘It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Local  Authority  within  the  meaning 
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of  Part  II.  of  the  principal  Act,  to  cause  to  he  made  from 
time  to  time  inspection  of  their  district  with  a view  to  ascer- 
tain whether  any  dwelling-house  therein  is  in  a state  so 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  he  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  for  that  purpose  it  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the 
local  authority,  and  of  every  officer  of  the  local  authority,  to 
comply  with  such  regulations  and  to  keep  such  records  as  may 
he  prescribed  by  the  Board." 

This  has  been  carried  out  since  October,  1911,  2,159  houses 
have  been  inspected,  this  number  including  those  selected  for 
inspection  owing  to  suspicion  as  to  their  fitness  for  habitation. 

Of  these,  273  have  been  found  u unlit  for  human  habita- 
tion,”. Of  these  273,  125  have  been  placed  in  repair,  66  have 
been  closed,  and  82  are  still  in  abeyance. 

Of  the  2,159  inspected,  notices  have  been  served  on  owners 
who  would  not  agree  to  carry  out  repairs,  with  the  result  that 
78  have  been  repaired,  while  244  are  still  in  abeyance.

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The  Stall'  engaged  in  Housing  work  consists  of  the  Clerk  to 
Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  three  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  an  Architect.  The  Clerk  to  the  Council  acts  as 
Clerk  to  the  Housing  Committee  and  carries  out  all  negotia- 
tions with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  sites  for  new  houses  to  be 
erected,  and  issues  all  notices  which  are  served  under  Section 
28  of  the  Housing  Act,  1919,  and  Section  2 of  the  Rent  Res- 
triction Act. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visits  sites  to  be  purchased 
when  required,  and  visits  and  inspects  houses  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  whether  they  are  lit  for  human  habitation. 

The  three  Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  and  inspect  houses  when 
reported  to  them  and  as  time  permits,  delinite  districts  are 
selected  for  inspection.  The  result  of  the  inspections  is  re- 
corded on  a card  for  each  house,  which  is  forwarded  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  keeps  records  of  all  inspections 
and  reports  to  the  Housing  Committee  the  number  of  houses 
inspected,  the  number  which  are  unlit  for  human  habitation 
and  the  number  which  require  notices  served  in  order  to  get 
repairs  carried  out. 

The  work  entailed  in  connection  with  housing  has  been 
onerous,  and  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Inspectors  in  visiting 
houses  concerning  which  notices  have  been  served,  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  requirements  of  the  Council  have  been  com- 
plied with. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  244  houses,  on  which  notices  had 
been  served,  were  still  not  remedied. 
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
